from the committee on military affairs 
have b een presented to the senate in 
regard to the Investigation of the af­ 
fray a t Brownsville, Tex., which re­ 
sulted in the discharge without honor 
of three companies of negro soldiers 
of the Twenty-fifth infantry. 
At the 
same time a m essage was received 
from the president calling attention t^ 
the fact that the testimony taken b y 
the committee sustains his position 
In discharging the negro soldiers. He 
recommends extension of the time for 
re-enlistment of the discharged men 
who might b e found not to fall within 
the term s of the order. 
There were 
four reports from the committee, the 
m ajority b eing signed 
b y 
Senators 
W arren, Lodge, W arner, Dupont, Tal- 
aferio, Foster. Overman, Frazier and 
McCreary. 
A 
minority 
report 
was 
signed 
b y Senators 
Foraker, Scott, 
Bulkeley and Hemenway. 
The majority report found as fol­ 
lows; 
T ha t in the opinion of the com ­ 
mittee the shooting was done b y some 
of the soldiers b elonging to the T w en­ 
ty-fifth infantry; that the testimony 
falls to identify the particular soldier 
or soldiers who participated in the af­ 
fray. 
it is stated that there is con- 
siderafde contradiction in the testi­ 
mony, b ut that taken as a whole and 
reconciling it 
wherever possib le, it 
proves the case outlined in the m ajor­ 
ity decision. 
The principal minority report was 
presented b y Senator Scott and takes 
the position that it has b een impossi­ 
b le to ascertain who did the shooting 
and m akes tl^ 1 recommendation that 
the negro soldiers b e restored. 
In ad­ 
dition to this minority report, Sena­ 
tors Foraker and Bulkeley joined in a 
supplemental report which was pre­ 
sented b y Senator Foraker, and which 
declates that the testimony of the eye­ 
witnesses against the negro soldiers 
is not reliab le and that no motive for 
iheir alleged connection with the af­ 
fray had b een shown. 
Senator Foraker summed up the tes­ 
timony taken b y the senate committee 
as follows: 
T hat it wholly fails to 
identify the particular individual or 
any of them who participated in the 
shooting; that It fails to show that any 
of the discharged soldiers of the T w en­ 
ty-fifth infantry had entered into any 
agreem ent or so-called “conspiracy of 
silence.” or that they had withheld 
information possessed b y them for the 
shooting; that the testimony is con­ 
tradictory and not sufficient to sustain 
the charge that the soldiers were con­ 
nected with the shooting and that the 
weight of the evidence shows that 
none of the negro soldiers participated 
in the affray. 
A 
supplemental 
report 
signed 
b y 
Senators W arren, Lodge. W arner and 
Dupont declares that under the evi­ 
dence it is shown that the assault 
was perpetrated b y m em b ers of the 
b attalion, b ut that it is reasonab le to 
b elieve that all of the soldiers were 
not concerned in the commission of 
the crime, either as principals or ac­ 
cessories. 
They recommend that it 
would T>e justice to restore to all of 
the innocent men the rights and privi­ 
leges which had accrued to them b y 
reason of their previous service in the 
army. 
A b ill is presented authorizing the 
president, within one year after the 
passage of the act, to authorize the 
enlistm ent of any of the men whom he 
may b e satisfied had no connection 
with the shooting. 
Senator Foraker 
included in his report a b ill, previous­ 
ly introduced, which provides for the 
sam e general purpose. 
This b ill, how* 
ever. would compel the war depart­ 
ment to accept the enlistm ent of any 
one of the discharged negroes who

The men of the battleships’ crews 
probably will be giv en a day or two of 
rest after the long ru n from Callao, 
Peru , which was left Feb. 29 , before 
the strenu ou s work of target practice 
is taken u p. 
The ships will take their 
tu rns at the targets in div isions, of 
which there are fou r, comprising fou r 
v essels each. It will rest with Admiral 
Ev ans as to whether the div isions are 
sent to the range in regu lar order or 
as 
circu mstances 
dictate. 
Admiral 
Ev ans himself has command of the 
first div ision, which inclu des the Con­ 
necticu t, Kansas, Vermont and Lou ­ 
isiana. Admiral Emory is in command 
of the second div ision, comprising the 
Georgia, New Jersey , Rhode Island 
and Virginia. 
Admiral C. M. Thomas, 
the second squ adron commander, who 
acted at many of the Sou th American 
fu nctions as the representativ e of Ad­ 
miral Ev ans, is also commander of the 
third div ision of the fleet. 
His flag­ 
ship is the Minnesota, and the rem ain­ 
ing members of the div ision are the 
sister ships. Ohio, Maine and Missou ri. 
The fou rth div ision Is commanded by 
Rear Admiral Sperry , whose flag floats 
from the tru ck of the Alabama. 
The 
Illinois, Kentu cky and Kearsarge coni 
plete the command. 
The record target practice work will 
be done with only fou r ships on the 
range at one time, bu t after it is com­ 
pleted, will come the battle tactics and 
fleet maneu v ers with ev ery ship in 
line.

The Prohibitionists also had their 
innings when throu gh an amendment 
by Mr. Hou ston of Tennessee, there 
was incorporated in the 
bill a prov i­ 
sion prohibiting transmission throu gh 
the mails of intox icating liqu ors, which 
was l a te r modified so as to inclu de co­ 
caine and its deriv ativ es.

the appropriations carried by the hill 
’ were increased to the ex tent of $1J 
225,000.

Notwithstanding those omis­ 
sions, the president has continu ed to 
direct the gov ernment of the canal 
zone ju st the same as if in him had 
been v ested by congress the au thority 
so to do. 
I think the president’s 
cou rse is open to criticism withou t 
malice, and 
I think* it is entirely 
within the facts to say that his cou rse 
in acting withou t au thority is qu ite 
characteristic of the man. 
It shou ld 
be said, howev er, in the president’s 
behalf that the administration did cai! 
the attention of the Fifty -ninth con­ 
gress to the fact that no empowering 
act had been passed. 
Why this hint 
was not heeded I do not know, for I 
was not here. 
In my ju dgment it is 
highly necessary that congress take 
accou nt of this pecu liar situ ation and 
remedy it at once. 
It is possible that 
the president's many and sometimes 
radical acts in connection with the ex 
ercise of the zone gov ernment needs 
some official ratification by congress; 
and certainly he shou ld not be longer 
maintained in the position of a ru ler 
withou t definite right to ru le.”
